Washington, Feb. 19.—When the 


consideration of the Indian appro 
priation bill iffft* 
resumed in the 


Jiouse today ttr. Little (of'Arkansas), 
the ranking minority member of the 
Indian committee, Addressed himself 
to the conditions in the Indian Ter- 
ritory. 
The anomalous 
situation 


there, where 397,000 white men had 
no voice in the government, he said, 
demanded action b^ congress. He 
contended that a territorial form of 
government should be set up there. 


Mr. Brontwell (of Ohio), who fol- 


lowed Mr. 'Little, got the floor to 
comment upon the recent speech of 
Mr. Wheeler (of Kentucky). In the 
course of his remarks he paid a high 
tribute to the Germans and elicited 
from Mr. Wheeler the remark that 
he had no objection to Mr. Bromwell 
making himself solid with his Ger- 
man constituents. 


Mr. Bromwell read a humorous 


poem, the burden of which was that 
Mr. Wheeler would regret his speech 
when the Germans of Kentucky went 
to the polls in the fall. 


Mr. Corliss (of Michigan) then de- 


livered the second installment 
of 


his speech in favor of the building 
of a government cable to the Philip- 
pines) 


"What have you to say to the alle- 


gation/' interrupted Mr. H. C. Smith 
(of Michigan), "that your bill is in 
the inetrest of the Western Union 
Telegraph company?" 


Mr. Corliss replied that he was 


glad the- question had been asked. 
In the Fifty-fifth congress he said 
the 'Pacific Cable company an'd the 
Commercial were seeking legislation 
for the privilege of constructing a 
subsidy-fed cable. He had then con- 
tended, he said, that if two great 
companies wanted1 the privilege it 
should be given to the lowest and 
best bidder or that a government 
cable should be built. At that time, 
he said, the Western Union opposed 
his idea and the Postal encouraged 
the idea 
of a government cable. 


Since then, he said, the -Postal and 
Commercial had formed an alliance 
with the Eastern Cable company and 
were now opposed to a government 
cable. The Atlantic Cable and West- 
ern Union Telegraph company were 
now confronted with the monopolistic 
combination. 


Mr. Hamilton (of 'Michigan) in a 


general speech discussed the question 
of trusts. He argued that combina- 
tions were inevitable; that they ex- 
isted everywhere in Europe an'd that 
only combinations here could' meet 
them. Commerce had resolved "itself 
into a race of gfants. 


Mr. Hamilton's speech, which con- 


sumed about an hour in Its delivery, 
was picturesque and attracted much 
attention. He was very sarcastic and 
witty in his references (to the demo- 
cratic (panty and repeatedly drew ap- 
plause and laughter from bot£ sides 
of the house. When he concluded he 
received an ovation. 
The proceed- 


ings were interrupted for several 
minutes toy members crowding up the 
aisle to shake his 'hand, 


Mr. Vaadiver, of Missouri, who fol- 


lowed Mr. Hamilton, remarked that 
it was strange that the author of the 
first speech on the floor in defense of

The pending bill simply 
provides revenues sufficient to meet 
the needs of the government of the 
Philippines," 


After he had compared briefly the 


pending bill and the substitute of- 
fered by the minority, me entered 
upon a discussion 
of the 
events 


which led up to the war with Spain. 
The war, he said, was in response to 
the popular demand in. the United 
States, and 
no people were more 


clamorous for war than, those who 
now constitute the minority. 


Mr. Burrows reviewed the begin- 


ning of the war in the Philippines 
and said the United States occupa- 
tion of the islands was with a due 
regard to the govermaent's interna- 
tional obligations. 
Mr. Burrows 


said the Filipinos deserved a good 
government, -but did not deserve in- 
dependence, because an independent 
government was not practicable.

The right to return to this country 


hinged upon Long Jim's occupation 
in Fort Wayne.

The law 


aims to keep out the laborer and not 
•the merchant, so that if Long Jim 
operated the store selling Chinese- 
made articles on West Wayne street, 
which bears the sign "Wall Kee," he 
would, under the law, be entitled to 
establish a domicile again in any 
part of the United States. The evi- 
dence that Jim was a merchant was 
furnished principally by a tax re* 
ceipt, which showed that Jim was a 
tax payer 
on merchandise worth 


$500. The laundry belonged to his 
brother Sam. 
The taxes, however, 


were charged in the name of (tWah 
Kee,'* which turns out not to be a 
proper name at all, but is the Chi- 
nese nomenclature for a store of that 
description. The tax assessor is not 
supposed to be an adept in the Chi- 
nese language. 


The tax on the $500, which had 


been delinquent since Jim left five 
years ago, had not been paid, but 
recently Sam "dug" and paid the 
money, obtaining thereby a receipt 
of immense value to Jim in his ef- 
fort to return to America.

MISSIONARY. 


ALL RESTRAINT NOT LIFTED 


MADAME TSILKA'S HUSBAND IS 


ARRESTED. 


ACCUSED OF PART IN PLOT 


WANTED TO OET RID OF WIFE 


AND GET MONEY. 


Paris, Feb. 19.—Le Temps pub- 


lishes a statement to the effect that 
Miss Ellen M. Stone has been released 
and that Rev. M. Tsilka, husband of 
Miss Stone's companion in captivity, 
has been arrested by the Turkish au- 
thorities on suspicion of having been 
the prime mover in the kidnaping of 
Miss Stone. 


The news, which comes in the form 


of a dispatch from a special corres- 
pondent 
in Constantinople, 
states

that Mr. Tsilka has been suspected 
of being in partnership with 
the 


Macedonian committee and that he 
was anxious to get rid of his wife 
and secure a part of the ransom for 
Miss Stone at the same time. It is 
further stated that Mr* Tsilka has 
been in communication with 
the 


brigands during the past months and 
that he has been the agent who has 
given the brigands notification of 
the -plans of the authorities. 
This 


has been all the easier for the reason 
that as husband of Mme. Tsilka he 
has been consulted with reference to 
all the proceedings which have gone 
forward in the matter. 
MISS STONE IN GOOD HEALTH. 


Le Temps' dispatch further states 


that Miss Stone is now safely under 
the care of the dragoman 
of the 


American legation and that the only 
reason she has not yet sent any no- 
tification to her friends is because 
an arrangement 
was entered into 


with the brigands to the effect that 
the release should not generally be 
made known until they had time to 
make good their escape. Miss Stone 
is said to be in good health and in no 
way injured by her captivity since 
September 3, 1901, 


REPORT IS PREMATURE. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—The state 


department's 
advices 
concerning 


Miss Stone indicate that the Paris 
publication to the effect that she had 
been set at liberty is to say the least 
premature. It is gathered, however, 
from the reports of the United States 
diplomatic agents, that the woman is 
likely to be released very soon and 
that the delay is explained by the 
requirements of the brigands that 
they be given ample opportunity to 
ensure their own safety. 


CAPTURED SEPTEMBER 3. 


The companion in captivity 
of 


Miss Stone was Mme. K. S, Tsilka, 
a Bulgarian woman, the wife of Mr. 
Tsilka, a Macedonian 
teacher 
of 


Samakov. Miss Stone, while travel- 
ing with Mme. Tsilka and a party of 
about fifteen friends, was captured 
by brigands in the district of Salon- 
ica September 3. 
Since that 
time 


vigorous efforts have been made by 
the United States government and 
by missionaries to obtain, the release 
of the captive. The 
brigands de- 


manded a ransom of £25,000 Turkish, 
but only $72,500 was collected for 
the ransom and this sum was paid 
over to the brigands February 6 by 
M. Gargiulo, chief dragoman of the 
American legation, and W. W. Peet, 
treasurer of the American .mission at 
Constantinople, who met the brig 
ands on the road to the Podrome mon 
astery. 


EDUCATED IN AMERICA, 


Mme. 
Tsilka was educated at 
the 


North field seminary. At the time of 
receiving her American training and 
education she was Miss Stcphanora, 
a Bulgarian. Having been converted 
in childhood to the Chiistian belief, 
she came to America ^after having 
refused to marry the man of her par- 
ents' 
choosing.

Moody, becoming interested in her 
welfare, found A place for her in hi» 
noted school. H*ving flnishtd her 


training- at that institution she be-f 


came a trained nurae, 


'While engaged in her professional 


duties in the Adirondacks she became 
acquainted with Mr. Tsilka, a Mace* 
donian, who had also been educated 
in the United States. At that period 
he was preparing for work as a medi- 
cal missionary. Soon after the com- 
pletion of their training the couple 
were married and went to Bulgaria, 
where they at once entered upon mis- 
sionary work. 
Miss Stone is one of 


the missionaries 
of the American 


board of foreign missions. 


She has been attached to the &alon- 


ica mission since 1878. She was born 
at Hoxbury, Mass., and her home is 
in Chelsea, Mass., where her mother 
resides.

VICTIM OP CRQSSINO ACCIDENT 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 


Remains 
Unidentified 
for 
Some 


Time—Aged Woman Had Been 


Long a Resident of Fort Wayne 


The aged woman killed late Tues- 


day afternoon at the Harrison street 
crossing of the Nickel Plate rail- 
road, as briefly detailed iu The Sen- 
tinel of that date, proved to be Mrs. 
Elizabeth Fleckenstein, 68 years of 
age; and for many years a resident 
of Fort -Wayne. 


None in the crowd of spectators 


who hurried to the scene of the acci- 
dent were able to identify 'the man- 
gled remains of the woman, who had 
endeavored to cross the tracks ahead 
of westbound freight train No. 41, 
and Coroner Barnett directed that 
the remains he removed to the~ un- 
dertaking rooms of .Klaehn & Melon- 
ing, 
It was still believed the wo- 


man was a Mrs. France, residing in 
Bloomingdale, until 
Mr. Melching 


thought he- detected a resemblance 
between the dead woman and 'Mrs. 
Henry Fleckenstein. 
He went at 


once to the saloon of Henry Fleck- 
enstein, oa West Main street, to ask 
that gentleman, concerning his moth- 
er. Mr. Fleckenstein returned with 
him to the morgue and at once 
identified the remains. 
(Mr. Fleck- 


enstein had heard of the accident 
but a few moments before, and it is 
said had a strange presentiment that 
the unfortunate victim might be his 
mother, and this was 'confirmed as 
soon as 'he glanced at the mangled 
form of the unfortunate victim, 


Mrs. Fleckenstein had been call- 


ing on friends in Bloomingdale, and 
returning, 
reached the Harrison 


street crossing of the Nickel Plate 
at 3:40 o'clock, just as freight train 
No. 41, arriving 
from 
Bellevue, 


neared the crossing at a slow rate of 
speed. 
The gates were down, but 


evidently with the belief that She 
could cross iu safety the aged .woman 
undertook to do so. Engineer James 
Furlong endeavored in vain to stop 
his train. 
The engine struck the 


aged woman, frightfully mangling 
the lower portion of her body, and 
throwing the remains about fifty 
feet west of the crossing. She was 
breathing, but unconscious when the 
trainmen reached her side, and died 
a short time after, without having 
spoken. 


Mrs. Fleckenstein had been call- 


ing upon Mrs. Parr, i:i Blooming- 
dale, ajfid was returning* hoc;a when 
the accident occurred, 3iu had been 
acting as housekeeper for Rudolph 
Siemon, on East Jefferson street. 


She would have l»een seventy years 


of age in June next, mid was a na- 
tive of Germany, coming 
to Fort 


Wayne forty-three years ago. 
Soon 


after her arrival in this city she was 
united in marriage tn Henry Fleck* 
eustein, who died thirty-nine years 
ago. The surviving relatives in- 
clude two children—Hp.nry Flecken- 
stein and Mrs. George Hoffman, and 
two brothers—Jostph Baer, of War- 
saw, and Frank Baer, of 
Hartford 


City, 


Mrs. Flecken&tsin was a devoted 


member 
of 
St. Paul's Catholic 


church. Her remains were removed 
this afternoon to the home of the 
son at 4 Riverside avenue, and the 
funeral services will be held Friday 
morning at 8:30 from the residence 
and at 9 o'clock from 
St. Paul's 


Catholic church, 'Rev. Kroll officiat- 
ing.

Fort Wayne at the old Colerick opera 
house. He made many acquaint- 
ances in the city then, but during 
the present brief visit .was able to 
see but a few of thoso remaining;. 
He is now connected with the leve- 
nue department of the government 
service, 


The exercises last evening were 


held at the assembly room of the 
court house, and were attended by 
a good-sized audience. Cajn. H. W. 
Dickman officiated as chairman of 
the meeting, and Mayor Berghoff de- 
livered the address of welcome. 
In 


part he said: 


"I know that most of the member- 


ship of the Union Veteran Legion 
were among the first (to enlist in the 
country's cause and the last to be 
mustered out at the victorious close 
of the terrible struggle. 
I know 


your valiant service. You have pre- 
served to us a union indestru'ctible.

"The one event that marks the rise

1865, 
when 
Lee surrendered to 


Grant. Had it n6t been for the ef- 
forts of the heroic union soldier to- 
day we should have no flag to honor, 
no country to call its own. Depre- 
ciating in no wise theservice of those 
who served a shorter time, the mem* 
bers of the Union Veteran Legion 
may feel that we were no small fac- 
tors in bringing about the results 
that were accomplished.

Washington, Feb. 17.—The severe 


storm which started on the Florida 
coaat Friday night and raged along 
the coast in a north-ward direction is 
now central off the coast of New Jer 
sey, according- to the weather bureau 
reports, based on telegraphic advices 
sent at 8 o'clock this morning. The 
storm at that hour was central at At- 
lantic City, where the wind was 
blowing with a velocity of thirty- 
f'our miles tin hour. At New York 
city the official reports show a, veloc- 
ity of thirty-eight miles nn hour, 
which, is expected to increase to sixty 
miles during; the day. The storm 
area this morning extends 
from 


Eouthern New York to close to this 
section of the country. The storm is 
increasing in .fury as it moves north 
through New York state and. th.3 
Mew England states and in its wake 
during the iiest twenty-four or 
thirty-six hours, according to the 
bureau predictions, will he heavy, 
snow falls, already setting1 in in *he 
southern part of New York.

BI/IZZABD HOLDS NEW YOBK. 


New York, Feb. 17.—A snowfall, 


which began in the early Kours of 
the morning, developed into a storm 
and at 8 o'clock six and one-half 
inches 'had fallen. The snow was ac- 
companied by a -strong- northeast 
wind, but there was only a slight 
•drop in the temperature. T3ie ttier- 
mometer at midnight stood at 30 de- 
grees and up <to S o'clock it did not 
get below 20 degrees.

.-.! IT WAS SPECTACULAR. 
Almost before the spectators real- 


ized that the blaze had reached the 
elevator shaft the fire shot upward 
in a massive sheet of flame to the 
top of the shaft, which acted as an 
immense chimney, five stories 
in 


height. The skylignt at the top of 
the shaft was quickly hurst by the 
force of the flames, and as it gave 
way the lurid flames shot up in a 
mighty column fifty feet higher than 
the top of the building. 


The sight was.spectacular, and the 


column of names played above the 
shaft for nearly half aii hour before 
it'. was conquered. Tne extension 
ladder was ordered up, and in this 
manner the firemen reached -the roof 
of- the building, from 
which point 


several streams of -water were pour- 
ed down the seething shaft. It took 
a long- and persistent fight to stop 
the ravages of the flre in the shaft 
and to .prevent it spreading to other 
floors of the building. Despite their 
efforts the flre spread to the roof of 
tllfi building and quite a larg-e sec- 
tion was burned over. 


Inside the building the -work of 


the firemen was rendered especially 
difficult by the dense volume of 
smoke, and for a time it was neces- 
sary to relieve the firemen every two 
ori-three minutes. One of the hose- 
mfin was nearly overcome by 
th 


smoke and had to he assisted from 
the.building, hut he revived as soon 
as the open air was reached. 
The 


tile flooring in the drug store -was 
of much aid in keeping the flames 
confined to the cellar, though it was 
necessary to chop holes in .the floor- 
ing in'order to reach that portion of 
'she blaze, later a large section of 
flooring began settling, and finally 
gave way entirely, completing the 
fire's ruin by dumping a large por- 
tion of the drug stock into the base- 
ment, which "Was then flooded -with 
water.

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DR. TALMAGE'S SERMON. 


POINTS OUT NECESSITY AND ADVANTAGE OP EELIGION IN 


DAILY EMPLOYMENT AND TRIALS. 
, 


Washington, Feb. 16.—In this dis- ; 


course Dr. Talmage advises us to do | 
our best in the spheres where we are 
placed, -and not wait to serve God in 
resounding: position. Text, I. Corin- 
thians Xj 31: "Whether therefore ye 
eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, 
do all ta the glory of God." 


"When the apostie in this text sets 


forth the idea that so common an 
action as the taking of ifood and 
drink is to be conducted to the glory 
of God, he proclaims the importance 
of religion in the ordinary affairs of 
our life. In all ages of the "world 
there has <been 
a tendency to set 


apart certain days, places and occa- 
sions for worship, and to think those 
were the chiaf rsaims in fwhleli re- 
ligion was to act. Now, holy days 
and holy places have their Import- 
ance. 
They gave opportunity 
for 


special performance of Christian 
duty, and for regaling of the relig- 
ious appetite; but they can not take 
the place of continuous exercise of 
faith and prayer. In other words, 
a man cannot be so much of a Chrfe- 
tian. on Sunday that he can, afford to 
be a worldling all the rest of the 
week. If a steamer put 
out for 


Southampton, and go one day in th&ft 
direction, and the other six days in 
other directions, hxxw long "before the 
steamer -wittl get to Southampton? It 
will never get there. And though a 
man inay seem *to be voyaging heav- 
enward during the holy Sabbath day, 
if, during the following six days of 
the week, he is going toward the 
world, and toward the flesh, and to- 
ward the devil, how long will it take 
Mm to reach, the peaceful harbor of 
heaveu? You can not eat so much, at 
the Sabba'th banquet that you can 
afford religious abstinence the other 
.nix.days. Heroism and princely be- 
havior v on great' occasions are no 
apology for lack of rigtht demeanor 
in circumstances insignificant and 
inconspicuous. The genuine Christ- 
ian life is not spasmodic; does not go 
by fits and starts. 
It 
toils on 


through heat and 
cold, 
up steep 


mountains and along dangerous de- 
clivities, its eye 'on the everlasting 
hills crowned .with the castles of the 
blessed. I propose to plead for an 
every-day religion. 


In the first place, we want to bring 


the religion of ..Christ into our con- 
versation. When ia dam oreaks and 
two or three villages are overwhelm- 
ed, or an earthquake in South. Amer- 
ica swallows a whole aity, then peo- 
ple begin to talk about the uncer- 
tainty of life, and they imagine that 
they are eng'aged in positively re- 
ligious conversation. No. You may 
talk about these tnin'gs and have no 
grace of God at all in your heart. 
We ought every day to -be talking 
religion. If there is anything glad 
about it, anything beautiful about 
it, anything important about it, we 
oughft to be continually discussing it. 
I 'have noticed that men, just in pro- 
portion as their Christian experience 
.is shallow, talk about -funerals, and 
graveyards, 
and 
tombstones, and 


deathbeds. The real, genuine 'Christ- 
ian man talks chiefly about this life 
and the great eternity "beyond, and 
not so imucli about the insignificant 
pass between -these two residences. 


And! 
yet how few circles there are 


where the religion of Jesus Christ 
is welcome. Go into a circle, even 
of 'Christian people, where they are 
full of joy and .hilarity, and talk 
about 'Christ or heaven, and every- 
thing is immediately silenced. As on 
a summer day, when the forests are 
full of life, chatter, chirrup and carol 
—a. mighty chorus of bird-harmony, 
every tree-branch, an orchestra—if a 
hawk appears in the sky, every voice 
stops and the forests are still; just 
so I have seen a lively religious cir- 
cle silenced 
on the appearance of 


anything like religious conversation. 
No one has anyithdn'g to say, save, 
perhaps, some old patriarch in the 
corner 
of the room, 
>who 
really 


thinks that something ought to foe 
said, under the circumstances; so he 
puts one foot 
over tlie other, and 


heaves a long sigh, and says: "Oh, 
yes; that's su; that's so!'' 


My friends, the religion of Jesus 


Christ is something to talk about 
with a glad heart. It is brighter 
than the waters; it is more cheerful 
than the sunshiue. Do not go about 
groaning about your religion, when 
you ought to be singing it or talking 
it in cheerful tones of voice. How 
often it is that we find men whose 
lives are utterly inconsistent, who 
attempt to talk religion, and 
al- 


ways make 
a failure ' of it! 
My 


friends, we mi:«t live religiion, or we 
can not talk it. If a man is cranky, 
and cross, and uncongenial, and hard 
in his dealings, and then begins to 
talk about Christ and heaven, every- 
body is repelled by it. Yet I have 
heard such men 
say, 
in whining 


tone's,. "We are miserable sinners," 
"The~Xord bless you," "The "Lord 
have meifey on you," their conversa- 
tion Interlarded with such expres- 
sions,'which mean nothing but cant- 
ing; and canting is the worst form 
of hypocrisy. If -we have really felt 


the religion of Christ in our hearts, 
let us talk it, and talk it with an 
illuminated countenance, remember- 


ig that when two Christian .people 


talk, God gives special attention, 
and writes down what we say. 
Malachi, iii, 16: ''Then they that 
feared the Lord spake often one to 
another; and the Lord hearkened 
and heard it, and a book of remem- 
brance was written." 


Ag-ain I remr.rk: We must bring 


the religion of C'hrifit into our em- 
ployments. "Oh,:j you say, "that is 
very well, if a man han'dle 
large 


sums of money, wr if he have an e£- 
-tensive traffic; but in ius humble 
work in life tha't I am called to, the 
sphere is too small for tihe action of 
sucto. gTanii, heavenly 
principles." 


W3io 't&ld you. so? Do you not know 
tha't God wdtchrs tfoa faded leaf on 
tha brook's sin-face as ccirtainly as 
He dots <tihe paibh cif a. blazing- sun? 
And the raess that creeps up tfiie side 
of th* rock makes as much impres- 
sion upon 'Odd's mind as 'the waving 
tops of Oregon pine and 
Lebanon

If your work is draiwing -waiter, then 
He will lieLp you, as T^iheji He talked 
at 1'he wefll curb to 'the Samaritan 
woman. IE-you are engageJd in t>7ie 
custom liousev He will lea'd you, as 
He le>d Mai&liliew, sitting at tiao. re- 
celipt of customs.

cases, but in the aggregate It would 
be a great 
revenue of spiritu.il 


strength and satisfaction. A bee cau 
suck honey even out of a nettle; and. 
if you have the grace of God in your 
heant, you can get sweetness out of 
that whioh would otherwise irritate 
and annoy. 
The only way to get 


prepared for the great troubles 
life is to conquer these small trou- 
bles. And I have to tell you, 0 Chris- 
tian men, if you can not apply the 
principles of Christ's religion, on a 
small scale, you -will never be able 
to apply them on. a large scale. 
If 


you can not contend successfully 
against these small sorrows that 
come down single-handed, what will 
you do when fthe greater disasters 
of life come down with thundering 
artillery, rolling over your soul? 


brother, that you have been fed by' 
the good hand of God all these days 
—that you have had clothing and 
shelter and all beneficent surround- 
ings, and yet have never 
offered 


your heart to God? Oh, let a sense of 
:he divine goodness shown you in 
:he everyday blessings 
melt your 


heart, and if you have never before 
uttered one earnest note of thanks- 
giving, let this be the day which 
shall hear your song. What I say to 
one I sny to all. Take this practical

your everyday life. Make every day 
a Sabbath, nnd every meal a sacra- 
ment, and every room you enter a 
holy of holies.

We are so 
stupid that nothing1 but the misfor- 
tunes of others can rouse us up to 
our blessings. As the ox grazes in 
the pasture up to its eye iu clover, 
yet never thinking who. makes the 
clover, and as the bird! picks up the 
worm from the furrow, not knowing 
that it is God -who makes everything, 
from the animalcule in the gad to the 
seraph 011 the throne, so we go on 
eating, drinking and enjoying, bu:l 
never thanking, 
or seldom thank- 


ing, or if thanking- at all, with only 
half a heart. 


I compared our indifference to 


brute, but perhaps I wronged the 
brute. I do not know :but that 
among its ether instincts, it may 
have ail instinct 'by which it recog- 
nizes the divine hand that feeds it 
I tlo licit know but that God is 
throug-li it, holding coinmunicati611 
with what we call "irrational crea- 
tion/'

course, 


chewing its cud, looks very thank- 


ful, 
and who can tell how much a 


bird means by its song? The aroma 
of the flowers smells like incense, 
and the mist arising from the rivei 
looks like the smoke cif a morning 
sacrifice. 
Oh, that we were as re- 


sponsive! Yet who thanks God foi 
the water that gushes up in the well 
and .that foams in ithe cascade, and 
that laughs over the rocks, -and that 
patters in the showers, and that claps 
its hand in the sea? Who thanks 
God for the air, rthe fountain of life 
the bridge of STinbeainst the path ol 
sound, tJhe great-fan ori a liot sum- 
mer's day? Who thanks God for this 
wonderful physical organism—this 
sweep of the vision—this chime o] 
harmony struck .into the ear—this 
soft tread of a myriad delights ovei 
the nervous .tissue—tfhis rolling of 
the crimson tide through artery and 
vein—this drumming' of the heart on 
our march to immortality?

The first is dated Berlin, 


April 15, 1898, and is addressed to 
the emperor by Count Von Buelow, 
then secretary of state. Count Von 
Buelow transmits to the emperor 
a telegram from Dr. Von Hollenbea, 
dated Washington, as follows: 


" 'The British ambassador today 


took the initiative in a very remark- 
able manner, in a new collective step 
of the representatives of the great 
powers here. We suppose the queen 
regent made representations to the 
queen of England. In this sense the 
sis representatives, at the request 
of the British ambassador, are tele- 
graphing; to their 
governments in 


the sense which follows: 


- " (In view of the attitude of con- 
gress, no hope of peace can any long- 
er be entertained, and tho general 
opinion is that the powers alsowould 
nave no objection to war. A good 
basis for fresh negotiations appear- 
ed to be afforded by the note of the 
Spanish mister April 10. If this 
view is shared by the governments 
it seems advisable to 
dispel the 


eronneous notion here that armed 
intervention in Cuba meets with the 
support of the civilized world. (The 
president in his message of Decem- 
ber said it was only in that case that 
he desired intervention). 
The rep- 


resentatives of the powers here think 
in these circumstances that the great 
powers might direct the attenion of 
the American government to the 
Spanish note o£ April 10, and might 
declare that intervention did not ap- 
pear to them to be justified. This 
declaration might take the form of a 
collective note from tha powers to 
the representative of 
the 
"United 


States. Such a document would pro- 


. duce a greater impression, and the 


representatives of the powers here 
would not then incur the risk of 
appearing only to repeat their first 
Step, which the president in his mes- 
sage has not even deigned to men- 


• tlon. 
In the event of an identical 


note being decided upon, it would be 
advisable to publish it immediately, 
in order that the civilized world, to 
•wnose authority the appeal is made, 
may be absolved from, reproach in 
approving ot this attack.' 


"Dr. Von Hollfiben adds: 
" 'Personally, I reg«aa*d 'this dem- 


onstration somewhat coldly.' 


''And to *his concluding sentence 


of 1!he amfbassador, the emperor ap- 
pwi'ded *he following miargdnal note:

GERMAN PRINCE. 


Washington, Feb. 14.—During the 


debate upon a t>ension "bill by 
tbe 


liotise today Mr. Wheeler, of Ken- 
tucky, created 
a sensation 
by a 


speech, 
denouncing- the attitude of 


the administration and the state de- 
partment in connection, Trith what 
he termed the recent "'exposure of 
the attitude of Great Britain" to- 
ward the United States; 


Mr. 'Wheeler execrated -what 
he 


termed the modern, disposition to- 
ward "European ilunkeyism." Until 
^1896, he said, all 
Americans had 


'gloried in the splendid isolation of 
the republic and ita determination 
to hold aloof irona foreign entang- 
ling alliances. Less than five years 
ago, he declared, a president "egg'ed 
on by the pitiable flunky in the state 
department," had stretched his arms 
across the seas in adulation to the 
people of Great Britain, and today 
the government was hugging- to its 
bosom a nation that-since the battle 
of Yorktown had systematically and 
persistently plotted! our. downfall. 
He sneered at the "soldier strapped 
gold: lace flunkeys" who were to ba 
despatched across the Atlantic to 
bend the knee to and kiss the hand 
of the English Idiig', whose govern- 
ment, he declared, had attempted to 
form a coalition of European, gov- 
ernments to thwart.us while »we were 
seeking to strike the shackles from 
Cuba. 
Honest, 
straightforward 


American diplomacy, he declared, 
had given, way to European diplo- 
macy. He said he respected the pres- 
ent occupant of the white house. He 
was, he said, too -straightforward 
for many of his party colleagues, 
slightly quixotic, 
perhaps, 
and 


ihasty tempered, .but honest and 
'brave enough, he thought, to "boot 
out that man in the state depart- 
ment who had 
-brought us to this 


humiliating position." 


Turning to 'England's war in South 


Africa he denounced 
her tyranny 


and the part we .had- in it in allow- 
ing war material to be shiped from 
our shores. If half that was said of 
"this man Pauncefote" was true, he 
declared, he ought to he 
shipped 


across the water and "the sooner, the 
better." 
Referring -to the report 


that a member 
of the president's 


family was to attend the coronation, 
Mr. Wheeler said it was perhaps un- 
becoming to allude to it. Neverthe- 
less, he considered it "most unfortu-

Wheeler had been living at the time 
of the^ visit of Lafayette,- as the rep- 
resentative of- the king' of France, 
whether h& would have opposed the 
reception accorded the Frenchman by 
Washington.

plied Mr. Wheeler. "He helped to 
fig-lit for our liberties." (Democratic 
applause.)

from his brother, has returned to 
Marion a free man, and according to 
his story, a much persecuted one. 


"Rev. Messier has what might be 


called a case of "too much" brother, 
and when a representative 
of the 


Leader called upon him this morning 
and asked for a statement concern- 
ing the story printed in yesterday's 
paper, Rev. Messier told his side of 
the story and went back far enough 
to reach the cause, 
which was 
a 


woman. Following- her came money, 
then lawyers, then trouble. Messier 
said: 


"One year ago last month I re- 


ceived a letter 
from 
my brother 


Israel telling me to come to hint at 
once. 
He then 
resided 
in 
Fort 


Wayne. I went to him and he told 
me he was in trouble. He said that 
his stepdaughter was going to have 
him 
arrested 
for 
bastardy. 
He 


wanted 
me to save him 
and his 


money. I employed' Attorney ~W. A. 
Branyan, of Huutington, and he ad- 
vised my brother to get his money 
together and skip the country, as he 
believed the girl would have Israel 
arrested for incest. Israel aslced me 
to take charge of the collection of 
the money 
due him, 
as his wife 


watched every move he made and it 
would be impossible for him to get 
his funds together. I agreed, after 
consulting the conference commit- 
tee, and the work was done in three 
weeks. 
Israel also turned over to 


me $7,000, which I was to take care 
of, and signed over to me personally 
S800 in notes for my work. At his 
urgent request I accompanied him to 
College View, Neb., where I 'bought 
a farm with the money he guve me. 
During all the time I lived there the 
farm was overrun with officers look- 
ing for Israel, who was in hiding. 
I grew tired of this and wanted to 
return to Indiana, tout this he would 
not hear of. as he said he was cer- 
tain to be caught if I left. During 
the time I lived there I at different 
times turned over to Israel various 
sums of money, never taking a re- 
ceipt, which was a mistake. 
Last 


June I finally settled 
everything 


between Israel and his wife for $2,- 
000 by his order, which order he has 
gone back on. The whole thing is 
simply a case of buncoing1, and I will 
have no trouble in proving my inno- 
cence of any wrong doing.' 


"Rev. Messier states that about ten 


years ago his brother had trouble 
with the same g-irl mentioned, and 
that at that time she gave birth to 
a child, although 
she wns at the 


time only about fourteen years old. 
He states that ;by the grace of God 
he expects to stand the storm, as the 
accusations of his brother are wholly 
false.'"'

Text—Acts vi., 10-28.

The early Christian church, wits, 


to a large degree, ' a "household." 
The material, as -well <is the spiritual 
wants of its meuVbers, were careful- 
ly provided for, and it -was' consid- 
ered most unseemly that any should 
he allowed to he in want. 


With the 
rapid growth, of 
the 


church, however, it hecame increas- 
ingly difficult to cure for all the 
needy ones, and at last we are told 
a murmuring arose because 'the Gre- 
cian Tvidov/s h-ad been neglected In 
the daily ministration. 


THE FIRST DEACONS. 


This complaint on the part ot; the 


"Grecians" against the Hebrews led 
to the appointment of the first dea- 
cons, 
Seven men were chosen for 


this work of "serving- tables," and 
-thus the apostles were relieved from 
ti burden which -was 
growing too 


great for them to carry. 


The word "deacon'* is usually de- 


rived from two Greek words mean- 
ing- "through the dust," and sug- 
gests the thought • of a messenger 
•who comes covered with the dust of 
•tits road along- which he has run in 
his hnste to execute the commission 
delivered to him. The meaning- at 
the root of the word is that of ser- 
vice, and this is the essential feature 
of the work for which, the first dea- 
cons wero appointed. 
THE CHARACTER OF STEPHEN. 


Only a. few words are devoted to 


the portrayal of Stephen by the au- 
thor of the Acts, yet those few words 
have stamped him forever as one of 
thfi purest, bravest, noblest souls 
'that ever lived. 


His 'Christian service -was not lim- 


ited to the mere serving of tables, 
but lie appeared also as a preacher of 
power, active in the dissemination of 
the gospel as well as in the care of 
the widow and the orphan. 


PERSECUTION. 


Stephen's bold defense of -the truth 


of the Gospel again provoked the fire 
of persecution which had been hid- 
den, but not quenched, since the re- 
lease of the apostles after their last 
trial before the sllihcdrim. Yet Ste- 
phen had done nothing- for -which he 
could justly be called to account, so 
his enemies found it necessary to 
suborn witnesses hi order that at 
mig-ht be -possible for them to secure 
bis conviction. 


There is a close parallel between 


the trial of Stephen arid the trial of 
Christ in the matter of the witnesses 
•who were produced in each case. In- 
deed, there is a very remarltable sim- 
ilarity in the very words of accusa- 
tion made against them ibotli. 


Underneath: the 
elxarg'es -made 


against Stephen was a substratum of 
truth. The falsity and treachery of 
the witnesses against .him lay rather 
in the willful and .malignant miscon- 
struction; of his -words than in. the 
invention of words which he did not 
say. 


•A STUDY OF DELATIONS. 


.The interest and variety which 


characterize liuman life are due in 
large part to the continuous adjust- 
ment of our relations with, others. 
A helpful and interesting light.is 
thrown on Stephen by contemplating 
the relation in which he stood, first, 
to Christ. The look on his face, like 
that of an angel, is an index of Ms 
relation to his 'Master. Only the in- 
dwelling peace of God could have so 
irradiated his face at a most trying 
and perilous moment. 'Second, the 
relation of Stephen and Saul to each 
other in this 'historic scene, which 
1ms often .been commented upon, fur- 
nishes for us a most suggestive il- 
lustration of the way in which the 
grace of God can change the- human 
heart. Third, the relation of Stephen 
to the sanhedrim illustrates how ii 
the sight of God it is often the court 
instead of the prisoner who is on 
trial before the bar of the divine 
judgment. 


SERVICE AWD SOW-SHIP.
